as long as three years. 


The girls arrive at the home for a 
variety of reasons ranging from 


prostitution, theft, abandonment, or | 


problems with parents. Many of these 
problems stem from the poverty they 
live with, according to Eudist Father 
John Howard, a registered psycholo- 
gist. and director of pastoral 
counseling at Catholic Community 
Services. 


The French-Canadian priest was 
responsible for spearheading the 
Tijuana project after learning about 
the Eudist Sisters in Tijuana and 
visiting the home. | 


“THE PLACE was in pitiful 
condition. Unbelievable. Flood waters 


grow all: over. Something had to be 
done. The Sisters were swamped with 
work,” said Father Howard.

The priest enlisted the aid of the 
pastor of St. James, Msgr. William 
Spain. 

The ‘two priests preached about 
the home at all the Masses during July 
of 1977 and received the largest 
donation in the parish’s history. 
Several volunteers stepped up and 
offered their services. 


THEY INCLUDED teachers, doctors, 


contractors; electricians, plumbers, 
carpenters, painters, nurses, and 


people who wanted to help with 
anything they could. Bilingual 
persons provided translation to bridge 
the communication gap. 


“From that group we have a core of 
people who have stayed and continue 
to go to the home regularly. We also 
have a group that doesn’t go to 
Tijuana, but help just as much on this 
side of the border. We have a 
telephone committee to coordinate 
meetings and people who collect 
donations,” Msgr. Spain said.

to the Sisters. 


“THINGS WERE very ugly when the 
people from the. outside started 
coming. There were no windows. 
Doors were broken. When it rained the 
water came in through the walls and 
our beds would get wet,” she said. 


“It’s so much better now. It’s like a 
community. People used to be 
brought here by force. They didn’t 
want to stay. Now they stay.” 


One of the original volunteers, Rolf 
Iverson, was instrumental in 
organizing a massive construction 
project. 

“A LOT OF contractors in Solana 
Beach donated windows and doors. 
They sold materials to us at cost. A 
bunch of us put in cabinets for the 
girls’ rooms, 6,000 feet of roofing, 
12,000 pounds of stucco patch on the 
outside. We also applied two coats of 
rubber-based sealant to keep the rain 
out,” explained Iverson, a carpenter. 

A 15-by-15-foot room was added to 
the building. The plumbing and: 
drainage problems were fixed. 

“Now, it’s just a matter of general 
maintenance, fixing the things that 
break down,” said Iverson.

... Liturgy and evangelization

SAN DIEGO — The inclusion of Afro- 
American liturgical elements and 
their validity as an authentic 
‘expression of Catholic worship are the 
major concerns of both the incoming 
and outgoing chairpersons of the 
Diocesan Commission for Black 
Catholics. 


“We're hoping to integrate elements 
of music and preaching within the 
liturgy which are very meaningful to 
black people, and which will also have 
a validity for other Catholics as well,” 
said Mrs. Audrey Chung, who recently 
completed her fourth year as 
chairperson of the commission: 


THE NEW HEAD of the commission 
is Deacon Bernard Gray, a permanent 
deacon now serving at St. Rita Church 
in San Diego. Deacon Gray, who is still 
“getting over the surprise” of being 
named to his new position, said he 
hoped to carry on the work the 
commission has already done in the 
fields of liturgy and worship. 


The Diocesan Commission for 
Black Catholics has as its main 
responsibility the role of liaison 
between the bishop and the black 
community. The three major 
concerns of the commission are 
liturgy and worship, evangelization, 
and social service. 


“Bishop Maher has given us 
permission to form a diocesan gospel 
choir which sings both on a regular 
basis and by invitation at parishes 
around the diocese,” said Mrs. Chung. 


SHE EMPHASIZED that the work of 
the commission was in no way meant 
to change any elements of the liturgy, 
but only to make it more responsive to 
and expressive of the black cultural 


_ heritage and experience. 


“Not every Catholic is interested in 
folk music, and other ethnic groups 
within the Church have some of their 
music in the liturgy,” said Mrs. Chung. 
“We would like to see musical 
elements from our culture, too.” 


“The bishop. has been. very 
responsive and supportive of our 
work,” she said, adding that in the 
future the commission can become 
more involved in evangelizing and 
social efforts within the black 
community. 


THIS HOPE WAS also expressed by 
Deacon Gray. “We hope to get black 
Catholics more involved in the 
Church, especially at a time when 
many blacks are either not Catholics 
or completely unchurched.” 


“We must let black people know 
that the Catholic Church cares about 
them,” Mrs. Chung said. “There is a 
great mass of unchurched black 
people, and we must reach them.” 


One way the commission sees this 
being done is through the increasing 
involvement of Catholic Community 


Services in the black community. “We ~ 


hope to work very closely with Father 
(Douglas) Regin (executive director of 
CCS) in the future,” said Mrs. Chung. 
“lf the Church has meaning for us, 
then we owe it to others to share our 
faith with them,” a hope which is 
shared by Deacon Gray. 


IN ADDITION to Mrs. Chung, the 
other outgoing officers of the 
commission are Mrs. Jean Robertson, 
secretary, and Shannon Percy, who 
served as treasurer. 


The new officers, besides Deacon 


Gray, are Mrs. Joan Smith, secretary, 
and Mrs. Philomene White, treasurer.

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Bishops reflect on election day 


A year ago, with a view to the 1980 election year, 
the Administrative Board of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops adopted a 
statement on the political responsibilities of today’s 
voter. A portion of that text is herewith reprinted. It 
gives each of us food for thought, with election day 
so near.

The hallmark of a democratic nation is its ability to 
engage the voice of its people in a broad range of 
public decisions. The United States, we fear, may be 
losing this capacity. 

Consider the evidence. Fewer of our citizens are 
registering to vote. Fewer of the registrants are 
actually going to the polls. Our voting rolls have lost 
15 million citizens in the last 10 years. Our voter 
Participation rates are now the lowest in the world. 


Clearly, fewer and fewer Americans believe it is 
worth their time and concern to follow campaigns, 
form positions on the candidates and issues, and 
assert those positions at the polls. The result of this 
disaffection is also'clear; an erosion in the very 
foundation of American political life. 


The reasons for the crisis in voter disaffection are 
many and complex, but we would like here to cite 
just three of its major causes. 


First, large numbers of Americans evidently feel a 
sense of powerlessness. Some leaders of the 
political estate have done much to discredit and 
weaken it. Many of our citizens have simply thrown 


up their hands and turned away from politics and 
government per se. 

We can share some of these feelings without also 
condoning the withdrawal they have caused. The 


sensible response is to return to citizenship with the 


will and dedication to breathe new life into it. 


Secondly, as the patterns of our national life 
evolve, popular debate of issues becomes more 
complex and harder for the ordinary person to follow. 


Finally, another cause of low participation is the 
persistent fact of widespread poverty in America. The 
poorer a person is, the less likely the person is to 
vote. Voting relies on a degree of hope, and there 
seems to be little reason for the people most in need 
to feel hopeful in this economy: The poor have little 
concrete reason to see a stake in voting. 


We fear that some of the current popular reactions 


against the government and government programs. 


reveal an excessive individualism and a decline in 
our commitment to the common good. It is 
important for all Americans to realize the extent to 
which we are all interdependent members of a 
national community. 


All Christians have a call to citizenship and 
political life. In the words of Pope Paul VI, “The 
Christian has the duty to take part in the organization 
and life of political society.” 

We believe the Church has a proper role and 
responsibility in public affairs flowing from its 
Gospel mandate and its respect for the dignity of the 


human person. We hope these reflections will 
contribute to a renewed political vitality in our land, 
both in terms of citizen participation and the 


integrity of those who seek and hold public office. - 


We pray that Christians will provide courageous 
leadership in promoting a spirit of responsible 
political involvement. May they follow the example of 


Jesus in giving special concern for the poor, and may _ 


all their actions be guided by a deep love of God and 
neighbor. :

On rare 
occasions, when one did voice 
support, he was left alone as others 
quietly retired to the sidelines lest 
they be torn to shreds for being so 
imprudent as to stand with Christ. 


If the Catholic people in 1968 saw 
that the bishops were serious and 
sincere about “Humanae Vitae,” we 
would not be where we are now, and 
they would be in a stronger position to 
do what needs to be done. Instead, 
with few exceptions, (they have) 
ignored the liberal dissenting 
theologians that have been outspoken 
in their viewpoints favoring contra- 
ception.

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We buried Father Bill Toohey a 
couple of days ago. His funeral was a 
powerful example of the meaning of 
the word “sacrament.” 


For the past 10 years Bill had been 
head of the campus ministry team 
here at Notre Dame. Just 50 years old, 
he was a very attractive person who 
was intensely devoted tothe service of 
the people whose lives are linked to 
the university...to the causes of 
social justice...to worship which was 
profoundly reverent and which had a 
style appealing to the young people 
whom he led in prayer. 


AT THE PEAK of his powers, he was 
stricken suddenly, lay in a coma for 
about two weeks and died. 


During. those two weeks, many of 
the people attached to the campus 
were in varying states of shock. It 
was hard to believe that someone as 
vigorous as he would not come out of 
it; there was fear that the encephalitis 
might leave him impaired; there was a 
concentration of concern and love 
and prayer. ©

| was visiting with a valued older 
friend the other day who was telling 
about how difficult it is for a person 
her age, widowed, to visit families with 
growing children. “There seems to be 
so much confusion,” she said. “It can 
make a person my age nervous. Often 
when I’m invited to someone’s home, 
the children don’t even say hello. They 
walk right by me as if I’m not even 
there.” 


To make her feel better, | told her it 
happens to parents too, but she was 
right in putting her finger onan area of 
neglect today—that of family 
manners.

THE BODY WAS received in Sacred 
Heart Church at the center of the 
campus.

It isn’t easy to foster family etiquette 
in today’s culture. Yet, society shows 
the strains brought about by a void in 
this area. There’s much confusion on 
what is proper, but here are a few rules 
| consider minimal in establishing a 
family sense of etiquette and concern 
for others. It’s by no means complete, 
but maybe your family would like to 
take a minute to check its family 
manners index together so that it has 
an idea of how others judge your 
hospitality and. consideration for 
others. 


“1. When someone visits the home, 
every member makes it a point to 
come in and say hello without being 
prodded, begged, or threatened. . 


2. Every member is responsible for 
seeing that guests are comfortable 
regardless whose friend is the guest.

Q: Do the witnesses for a marriage 
have to be from the two sexes? 


A: The Church requires at least two 
witnesses besides the priest (Canon 
1094) for the marriage to be valud. 
The Interim Guidelines of June 18, 
1965, seem to still be in effect: 
“Anyone capable of being a witness by 
natural law acts as a valid witness ina 
Catholic marriage, whether he be a 
minor, an infidel, an excommunica- 
ted person, etc. Concerning licit 
assistance, with the permission of the 
bishop, Christians of other churches 
may be admitted as witnesses and 
attendants at the celebration of 
marriages in the Catholic Church.”

Christians believe in a future life 
even if they are often confused as to 
what it might mean. Of all the themes 
in the Bible, the thought of an after-life 
is more complex than any other. So 
many books of the Bible present so 
many different approaches that it is 
‘nearly impossible to discover a 
consistent line of development. 


The fundamental approach in the 
-Old Testament emphasizes the 
present life and not the future life. The 
ancient Jews believed that life 
continued after death in some kind of 
a shadowy existence in a place called 
Sheol.

_ SHEOL WAS NOT a blessing and so 
often the Psalmist will pray for a long 
life far removed from the shades of 
the underworld.

Gradually in the later books of the 


Old Testament, the possibility of a 


different type of after-life entered 
Jewish belief, mainly through the 
exposure to Greek philosophy. Even 
here, however, the writers were not 
clear whether the after-life belonged 
to the just alone or to all. Even at the 
time of Jesus this question remained 


’ unresolved. 


The New Testament also shows 
confusion. The early letters of Paul 
portray a basic future eschatology, a 
firm belief that we will die but will also 
rise to new life. Also Jesus will return 
in triumph and will call his followers 
into the fullness of new life in the 
resurrection of the body. This 
traditional eschatology filled the 
catechisms and is familiar to all. 

BUT ALSO IN the New Testament 
the witness of the gospel of John 
emphasizes not a future eschatology,

reeds and mosses near the bank with 
its delicate strength. It was exciting 
and mysterious. Why? | asked then, 
too, but no one could tell why water 
had the propensity and potential to 
turn to ice. 


Who can tell the why of cobwebs, so 
finely woven that only the dewdrops 
lining its threads reveal the intricate 
tracery? Or the why of rain, sunshine, 
clouds and sky, animals and insects, 
budding flowers and sprouting trees, 
love and life and beauty? 

WE DISCOVERso much of the “how” 
of things that sometimes it seems as 
though that is all there is. But reality 
lies in the “why.” And the answer to 
the fundamental “why” of existence 
leads us to mystery. Above all, to the 


mystery of God and His relationship : 


with His creation. 


Love is the greatest mystery of all, | 
suppose, and yet it is the power of life, 
the reason and the purpose of 
existence. The whole human predica- 
ment devolves on the mystery of love. 
All our frustrations and confusions, all 
our ambitions and dreams, all the 
complex mosaic of our relationships 
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but a present eschatology. If you. 
believe in Jesus, you have already 
been judged, have died, and have 
risen to eternal life Now. We need not 
look forward to some future 
resurrection of the body. 


Faith in Jesus brings the resurrec- 
tion to new life into the present. Jesus 
has already come in the gift of His 


Spirit. God has already taken up His 
dwelling with the followers of His Son 
and they now know peace and 
salvation. Occasionally in the gospel 
of John we can find reference to a 
future eschatology, but this is 
secondary to the grace and spirit- 
filled life of the present. — 

Job has a future aspect as the 
author looks forward to the coming of 
his vindicator, but the future is not an 


after-life. The author wants a restora- . 


tion of his earthly position and wealth. 
Job knows he is just and will receive 
his reward not in the after-life but in

Bishops’ synod ends 


Pope upholds doctrine 
on divorce, contraception 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—With a firm 
“yes” to the indissolubility of marriage 
and to present Church teaching on 
artificial birth control, Pope John Paul 
Il. closed the 1980 world Synod of 
Bishops. - 

Speaking in Latin to synod 
participants in the Sistine Chapel, the 
pope said that the only divorced and 
remarried Catholics who may receive 
the Eucharist are those who refrain 
from sexual relations with their 
second spouse. 


HE HAD STRONG praise for the 
synod’s affirmation of “the validity 
and clear truth of the’ prophetic 
message—filled with profound 
meaning and pertaining to today’s 
conditions—contained in the 
encyclical ‘Humanae Vitae’ (Of 
Human Life).” 


Church teachings on contraception 
and remarriage after divorce had 
been major topics of discussion 
during the month-long = synod. 
Dressed in red vestments, the pope 
sat before the huge fresco of 
Michelangelo’s “Last Judgment” as 
Argentine Cardinal Raul Primatesta of 
Cordoba, one of three presidents- 
delegate for the synod, read a 
message of thanks. 


Archbishop Jozef Tomko, secretary 
general of the synod, read the synod’s 
“Message to Christian Families in the 
Modern World.” The message 
confirmed the Church’s opposition to 
the use of artificial means of 
contraception and to divorce, but 
expressed compassion for couples 
who “although they sincerely want to 


observe the moral norms taught by ~ 


the Church, find themselves unequal 
to the task.” 


“THE SYNOD, commenting on the 
pastoral ministry to those who have 
entered a new marriage after divorce, 
deservedly praised those spouses 
who, although faced with great 
difficulties, nevertheless witness in 
their own lives to the indissolubility of 
marriage,” the pope said. 

He said divorced and remarried 
Catholics should “not be considered 
separate from the Church” but cannot 
be admitted to the Eucharist unless 
they “take on themselves the duty to 
live incomplete continence, that is, by 
abstaining from acts in which only 

‘married couples can engage.” 


On birth control, Pope John Paul 
said the synod participants “are not 
removed in mind and heart from the 
grave difficulties which many spouses 
feel in their consciences about moral 
laws which pertain to transmitting and 
fostering human life.” 


IN ADDITION to its confirmation of 
“Humanae Vitae,” the synod “urged 
theologians to join their talents with 
the work of the hierarchical 
magisterium so that the biblical 
foundation and ‘the so-called 
-‘personalistic’ reasons for this 
‘ doctrine might be pone 
illustrated,” he said. 


The pope said all of the discussions 
at the synod turned on “two hinges... 
namely, fidelity toward the plan of God 
for the family, and a pastoral way of 
acting.” 

In discussing the status of women, 
Pope John Paul quoted from a section 
of the synod propositions which urged 
that “women not be forced to engage in 
external work...so that the family 


might be able to live rightly, that the. 


mother might devote herself. fully to 
the family.” 

THOSE IN MIXED marriages cannot 
simply “accommodate themselves in 
-a passive and easy manner to existing 
conditions but must try so that, with 


patience and good will, they might 
find a common willingness to be 
faithful to the duties of Christian 
‘marriage,” the pope said. 


He also praised the synod’s efforts 
to achieve “a deeper awareness and 
consciousness either of the riches 
which are found in various forms in 
people’s cultures or of the benefits 
which every culture brings with it.” 


After the talk, Pope John Paul led — 


the synod participants out of the 
Sistine Chapel, down the stairway and 
into St. Peter's Basilica, where they 
sang the Creed at the tomb of St. 
Peter. 


THE CEREMONIES ended after the 
pope spoke to each of the partici- 
pants, giving him or her a leather- 
bound copy of all his weekly audience 
talks on marriage and the family.

Vatican issues tougher laicization norms 


ROME (NC)—The Vatican has 
secretly sent the world’s bishops new, 
tougher norms for laicizing priests. 
The new norms for laicization—the 
dispensation of a priest from his 
priestly rights and duties— demand 
more information in the laicization 
request, especially regarding the 
family situation and background of 
the priest before he was ordained, and 
present stricter criteria for granting 
laicizations. 


The norms, issued by the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, were recently sent “sub 
secreto” (under secrecy) to bishops, 


but have not yet been given to the - 


superiors general of religious orders 
of men. 

THE NORMS BEGIN by saying that 
priests do not have any right to 
laicization, but on the contrary the 
Church has the right to their 
perseverance in their ministry. 

The new document also says that 
Catholics have the right to expect 


priests to be faithful to their ordination. 


promises, just as married people are 
expected to persevere in their 
marriage vows. 

Pope John Paul I! emphasized 
these points in his 1979 Holy 
Thursday letter to priests. Shortly 
after his election to the papacy in 
October 1978, called for an abrupt 
halt to all laicizations, which were 
being granted at an average rate of 
about 2,000 a year during the 
pontificate of Pope Paul VI. 


FOUR MONTHS AGO the pope 
quietly began to process the backlog 
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of requests, which sources estimate 
stood at about 2,000 when he was 
elected pope and in the intervening 
20 months had climbed to more than 
4,000 


Since then from religious order 
sources in Rome, NC News. has 
obtained information indicating that 
perhaps 50 or more cases are being 
processed each week. 


There were also indications that a 
majority of the laicization requests 
being processed were being granted, 
but a more substantial minority were 
being denied than was the case noeet 
Pope Paul VI. 


A’ reliable Church source who 
discussed the new norms said it 


appeared that requests. submitted. 


before 1979 would be processed 
according to the older norms, while 
requests submitted since them will be 
handled according to the stricter new 
norms: 

A procurator general of a religious 
order in Rome expressed happiness 
that the new norms are out, although 
he said he had not seen them. 

“They will give us useful guidelines 
for how to present our cases,” he said. 

A PROCURATOR general is the 
official of a religious order who is 
responsible for handling his order's 
dealings with the Vatican, including 


laicization requests from members of 
the order. 


This official said that his order had 
recently received responses to two 
pending laicization requests. 


He said one was granted and one 
denied although the two cases were 
very similar. The real difference 
seemed to be in how the two requests 
were prepared, he said, and many 
bishops and religious superiors have 
been at a loss as to how to present 
cases while they were waiting for the 
new norms. 


Release from celibacy 
nota right, Vatican says 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— The Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith has told bishops and superiors 
of religious orders of priests that a 
dispensation from celibacy is not to 
be considered a right belonging to all 
priests. 


The statement came in a letter 
dated Oct. 14 and signed by Cardinal 
Franjo Seper, prefect of the 
congregation, and Archbishop 
Jerome Hamer, its secretary. The 
letter accompanied a new set of eight 
procedural norms, or rules, for 
handling cases in which a priest asks 
to be dispensed from celibacy and to 
live as a layman.

Nominee explains personal 
right to life position to bishop

SAN DIEGO—Bill -Lowery, GOP 
nominee for the 41st congressional 
district, has accused the Right to Life 
Council of San Diego County of giving 
incomplete information in its 
candidates survey. 

The survey states that Lowery “has 
supported right-to-life activities.” 
Commenting on Lowery’s Democratic 


opponent, Bob Wilson, the survey » 


says, “Strong pro-life record in State 
Legislature. Has won endorsement of 
National Right to Life PAC.” 


LOWERY EXPLAINED his problem 
with the candidates survey to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher last week. He told the 
bishop, “Il have the same endorse- 
ments.as Mr. Wilson, yet the survey 
does not reflect this. 

“| was never contacted by the San 
Diego council before they printed 
their survey,” Lowery continued. 

When informed of Lowery’s 
accusation, San Diego right to life 
council president Rosemary Gunsett 


told the Southern Cross, “We weren't 
informed of Mr. Lowery’s endorse- 
ments until after our survey was 
printed on September 24th.” 


SHE EXPLAINED that the council’s 
board decided last Friday to print 
50,000 copies of an addendum giving 
more detailed and up-to-date 
information’ on Lowery and_ other 
candidates in the survey. “We are 
working full time to get the addendum 
attached to the survey for distribution 
in the county,” Mrs. Gunsett said. 


Another spokesperson for the local 
right to life group, who asked not to be 


named, explained that they wrote’ 


comments about candidates without 
contacting the candidate or his staff. 
“We just don’t have the time to do 
those kind of things,” she said. 


“There was no attempt or desire to 
make Mr. Wilson look better than Bill

these girls a decent place to live and 


some space for their things,” he : 


added 


“Having a clean place to live in has 


increased their pride in themselves,” 
said Don Schwall, a Solana Beach 
resident and director of research for 
Chicken of the Sea. 


HIS WIFE, Roseanne, explained that 
many people have wanted to donate 
items that are commonplace in 
American homes, suchas blowdryers, 
but “we try not to give so much thatit’s 
a shock when they go home where 
they don’t have those things.” 

FOR EXAMPLE, Americans take a 
hot shower for granted. The girls can 
only take cold showers because the 
cost of electricity is very high in 
Mexico and the Sisters have limited 
funds. : 


Today the main emphasis of the 
program is self-help. Maintenance of 
a garden, the making of arts and crafts 
items to sell, and stressing the 
importance of education are some of 
the current projects.
